State not discussing A'Yards

Stung by criticism that it 
hasn’t done enough to solicit 
public opinion on the Atlantic 
Yards project, the Empire State 
Development Corporation has 
set up another hearing on the 
mega-development. 

The original Aug. 23 public 
hearing drew thousands of people 
— many of whom waited hours to 
get inside. Roughly 300 people 
who signed up to testify did not get 
a chance to speak. 

ESDC had previously an- 
nounced that a second “community 
forum” would be held on Sept. 12 
at 4 pm at New York City College 
of Technology’s Klitgord Auditori- 
um (285 Jay St., Downtown). 

But after critics — and many 
elected officials — sniped that 
Sept. 12 is primary election day, 
ESDC this week added a new 
“community forum,” on Sept. 18, 
at the same time and place. The 
new “forum” was posted on the 
ESDC Web site without fanfare. 

In the same posting, ESDC said 
that the 300 speakers would be giv- 
en priority over newcomers — and 
that elected officials, who spoke at 
length on Aug. 23, won’t get a 
command performance at the re- 
maining two “community forums.” 

Some called it too little, too late. 

“If they really cared about the 
public, the elected officials never 
would have spoken first,” said Scott 
Turner, whose Fans for Fair Play 
Web site opposes Atlantic Yards. 

Turner said the new rules were 
useless because elected officials 
weren’t going to attend the Primary 
Night “forum” anyway. 

ESDC spokeswoman Jessica 
Copen said the new “forum” was 
added because “we want as many 
people as possible to have a chance 
to comment on the project” before 
the end of the comment period on 
Sept. 22. 

But JoAnne Simon, a district 
leader from Boerum Hill, said 
ESDC wanted the opposite: “The 
law says that the public-comment 
period ends 30 days after a public 
hearing. That’s why these things 
are called ‘community forums.’ It’s 
chimera-like language designed to 
avoid extending the public-com-

After the 
New York Sun 
reported on Tues- 
day that Ihe Empire 
State Development 
Corporation had dis- 
cussed “a reduction 
in the size of the 
project” with Ratner, 

ESDC blasted the report as un- 

“ESDC has not been in dis- 
cussion with Forest City Ratner 
about reducing the size of the 
project,” spokeswoman Jessica 
Copen told The Brooklyn Pa- 
pers. 

But the agency is under 
pressure — even from the pro- 
scale back Atlantic Yards. 

At last week’s public hear- 
ing, Borough President 
Markowitz — the official per- 
haps most identified by his 
support of Atlantic Yards — 
told ESDC that it needed to 
“get real” about the impacts of 
the $4.2-billion, 16-tower, are- 
na, hotel, residential and com- 
mercial development slated for 
the intersection of Atlantic and 
Flatbush avenues. “This project 
needs to be reduced.” 

Fellow supporter, Assembly- 
man Roger Green (D-Fort 
Greene), went further, calling a 
30- to 40-percent reduction in 
scale “a moral imperative.” 

The state’s own draft envi- 
ronmental impact statement 
outlined numerous “signifi- 
cant” adverse effects, including 
increased traffic, more-crowd- 
ed subways, long shadows, and 
the need for a new school to 
handle thousands of Yards kids. 


But there are only a few 
ways in which that could actu- 
ally happen: 

• ESDC, which is shepherd- 
ing Atlantic Yards through the 
public-review process, could 

require it as a precondition 
of approval. 

• The Public Author- 
ities Control Board, 
the same state 
body that killed 
the West Side sta- 
dium last year, 
could demand a 
reduction when it 
weighs in this fall. 
This is not likely, as 
all three officials who 
control the board — 
Gov. Pataki, Senate leader 
Joe Bmno (R-Brunswick) and 
Assembly Speaker Sheldon 
Silver (D-Manhattan) — sup- 
port Atlantic Yards. 

• Ratner could downsize of 
his own volition — which isn’t 
far-fetched, given the positive 
publicity he could reap by re- 
ducing the project’s density to 
ease public concerns. 

Ratner spokesman Joe De- 
Plasco hinted at that last week 
when asked for a response on 
Markowitz and Green’s call for 
a smaller Atlantic Yards. 

“We. . .will of course contin- 
ue to look at individual build- 
ings and the overall design as 
we go forward,” DePlasco said. 
“We understand the Borough 
President’s point of view and 
have always found his sugges- 
tions valuable. We will contin- 
ue to work with him and others 
to improve on what we all 
agree is a great project with 
many benefits.” 

Ratner has said that the size 
of the project is necessary in 
order to subsidize its 2,250 
units of affordable housing. 
But the company has never 
stated what its expected profit 
will be, so it is unclear how big 
Atlantic Yards needs to be. 
With its 6,860 units, it would 
be the most-dense census tract 
in the country.

City kicks

The city will kick in another $29 
million towards Bruce Ratner’s pro- 
posed Atlantic Yards, The Brooklyn 
Papers has learned. 

The new expenditures — which will 
fund infrastructure improvements around 
the proposed basketball arena — bumps up 
the city’s contribution to $129 million, a 
slight jump in spending that project oppo- 
nents characterized as unnecessary. 


“This is a project of unacceptable cost 
[to taxpayers] and questionable benefit,” 
said Bill Batson, an Assembly candidate. 

Batson says he uncovered the new mon- 
ey in a final draft of the city’s 2007 budget. 

City officials declined to comment. 

The $29 million will fund the relocation of 
water mains and the reconstruction of a 
pedestrian underpass at the intersection of At- 
lantic and Flatbush avenues, where the Frank 
Gehry-designed arena would be built. 

The new money is part of an old problem 
— skyrocketing public subsidy for the pri- 


vate development, opponents said. Last year, 
watchdogs at the Independent Budget Office 
estimated that the development would cost 
$530 million in new education, sanitation, 
and police services over 30 years — and that 
was when the project called for 860 fewer 
housing units. And Ratner will get hundreds 
of millions in tax abatements. 

IBO spokesman Doug Turetsky couldn’t 
confirm Batson’s discovery, but called the latest 
cash infusion “not unusual,” saying, “Twenty 
million is a lot to you and me, but in context of 
a $53-billion budget, it is not a huge amount.”

Re-enactors celebrate 
the Battle of Brooklyn

For thousands of hard-core en- 
thusiasts, the Revolutionary War 
is still happening. 

“I bear arms against King George,” 
said militiaman Israel Rosario, his chin 
tilted to the drizzling sky, his back as 
straight as a bayonet, as he prepared to 
wage mock war at this week’s re-en- 
actment of the Battle of Brooklyn. 

Trouble is, because so few Revolu- 
tionary War re-enactors live in Brook- 
lyn, Green-Wood Cemetery had to call 
in reinforcements, so to speak, to com- 
memorate the 230th anniversary of the 
battle on Sunday. 

A couple of dozen out-of-town re- 
enactors heeded the call to arms. Eight 
of them (four Tories and four rebel- 
lious colonists) unleashed the sulfurous 
fury of muskets and a cannon on each 
other, while the rest, including all the 
ladyfolk, joined a crowd of 21st-centu- 
ry bystanders. 

Rosario stood on those sidelines 
dressed as a blacksmith turned militia- 
man with a canteen strapped to his 
back and a replica rifle in his hand. But 
he had some trouble staying in charac- 
ter. 

After describing his replica rifle for 
some civilians, Rosario launched into 
a defense of the Second Amendment 
— which wasn’t written until years af- 
ter the Revolution — and a condemna- 
tion of what he perceives as a lack of 
patriotism in America today. 


He wasn’t the only re-enactor 
caught up in nostalgia for the good ol’ 
Revolutionary War days. 

Nina Catania, an elementary school 
teacher from Canarsie, added, “You 
know, half of the students don’t say the 
Pledge of Allegiance — it’s disgust- 
ing,” referring to a tradition that didn’t 
begin until 1892. 

Nearby, Fred Leppig, who came 
down from Orange County for the bat- 
tle, was recounting how he discovered 
Revolutionary War reenactment 
through the girlfriend, who became his 

After first, Leppig was just a farb — 
re-enactor-speak for someone who 
messes up the period details. 

“I had a Civil War rifle,” he recalled 
with embarrassment. 

The word “farb” is derived from 
the expression, “Far be it for me to 
criticize. . and, despite the diplomat- 
ic tone, is a particularly cutting epithet 
in the re-enactor community. 

“A farb is someone who wears poly- 
ester, or who doesn’t wear the correct 
uniform,” said Pat Jordan, who’s been 
part of the re-enactment scene for 26 
years and came up from Philadelphia 
for the re-historic event. 

Most re-enactors go beyond proper 
costuming to avoid being a farb. Some 
even adopt 18th-century expressions. 

“I like to use ‘What news?’ as a 
greeting,” said Richard Cuneo, who 
played a Tory in the battle. 

“They didn’t use ‘hello,’ back then,”

A lot with a 
$17M view

How hot is the Brooklyn 
real-estate market? Some- 
body just bought a parking 
lot Downtown for $17.6 
million. 

And people are calling it a 
bargain. 

The lot, at the comer of Jay 
and Concord streets (circled 
right), is zoned for residential 
use — and existing regulations 
would allow a 20-story tower 
with commanding views of the 
East River bridges and Lower 
Manhattan. 

“It’s a great location for resi- 


dential — that’s how come they 
were able to pay this price,” 
said Alan Miller, who brokered 
the deal for Edison Properties, 
which mostly owns parking lots 
in Manhattan. 

“Edison owned it for a few 
decades, but certainly took ad- 
vantage of a robust market [to 
sell now],” Miller added. 

Miller described the real-es- 
tate market Downtown as 
“feverish,” but admitted that 
fevers do eventually break. 

“That’s why this was a great 
time to sell,” he said. “But it’s 
also a great time to buy. The resi- 
dential market is still booming.”

For the Fightin’ Eleventh, David Yassky 


T he retirement after 24 years of rep. 

Major Owens has prompted a free-for-all for a rare 
open seat in Brooklyn. Residents of the 11th 
Congressional District — which spans from Brooklyn 
Heights to East New York and includes parts of Park 
Slope, Cobble Hill, Windsor Terrace, Prospect Heights and 
East Flatbush — are fortunate to have an actual debate 


over who would best serve 
them, rather than the usual 
choice between an unac- 
complished incumbent and 
an unqualified opponent. 

Some political pundits have 
sought to make the 1 1th District 
race a referendum on the At- 
lantic Yards mega-development. 

Others, as reported by the 
New York Times on Wednes- 
day, seek to position it as a 
contest over Iraq — a prepos- 
terous notion given the left- 
wing, anti-Bush consensus 
among the candidates. 

And then there’s race, with 
three black candidates — state 
Sen. Carl Andrews (D-Crown 
Heights), City Councilwoman 
Yvette Clarke (D-Flatbush) 
and Chris Owens, the current 
congressman’s son — sharing 
the electoral pool with one 
who is white. City Council- 
man David Yassky (D-Brook- 
lyn Heights). 

On the issues 

The candidates agree on 
most domestic issues — the 
minimum wage, the estate tax, 
gay marriage, abortion rights,

the environment. And all four 
oppose the war in Iraq. 

But while all the candidates 
might vote the same on the 
important issues of the day, 
there remain vast differences 
in their style, approach, credi- 
bility and integrity. 

Atlantic Yards 

While Bruce Ratner’s 
mega-development is a huge 
issue locally, it is absolutely 
not the dominant one in a race 
for Congress. 


Ratner’s project is driven 
by local and state — and not 
the federal — governments. 
Federal funds that will eventu- 
ally become part of govern- 
ment’s billion-dollar-or-so 
handout to Ratner and his al- 
lies will pale beside the gifts 
granted by New York. 

Were Atlantic Yards the 
only issue, we might be en- 
dorsing Chris Owens for his 
unstinting opposition. 

Black & white 

From the start, press cover- 
age of “the Fightin’ 1 1th” fo- 
cused disproportionately on 
the race of the candidates. The 
district was crafted under the 
Voting Rights Act to ensure 
that black voters, who com- 
prise the majority of the dis- 
trict, could elect whomever 
they choose. Shirley 
Chisholm, a pioneering black 
leader, was the district’s first 
representative, followed by 
Major Owens. 

But the Voting Rights Act 
was never meant to guarantee 
that a black person gets elect- 
ed, only that the district’s 
black majority has its say. 
Thanks to the free-for-all pri- 
mary, black voters are as em- 
powered as ever. 

All candidates being equal, 
our preference would be that the 
district remains represented by a 
person of color, given the pauci- 
ty of black faces in Congress. 


But all candidates in this 
race are not equal, and the 
most important consideration 
is that the district elect an ef- 
fective leader who can strong- 
ly defend the interests of its 
black majority and white mi- 

So who is that candidate? 

Chris Owens brings passion 
and intelligence to the battle 
over Atlantic Yards, but he also 
has a naivete about the big 
world that members of Con- 
gress are sometimes forced to 
confront. Owens is right that 
we would have been better off 
not going to war in Iraq, but 
there are times when the Unit- 
ed States does need to defend 
its interests with might. Owens 
indicated to our editorial board 
that there is almost no fight 
he’d be willing to join. 

Clarke supports Atlantic 
Yards — yet fails to see that 
the district’s black population 
will continue to shrink if Rat- 
ner’s engine of massive gen- 
trification is built. That she is 
blind to this fact is a serious 
flaw in her candidacy. 

She is also clueless on 
world affairs, even lacking 
Owens’s starry-eyed idealism. 
We really don’t know what, if 
anything, she stands for. Re- 
sponding to questions, she of- 
ten took opposite sides of the 
same position. It’s no wonder 
that she could not recall that 
she had not graduated from 


college or failed to pay back 
student loans. 

In addition to other flaws, 
Andrews has not even at- 
tempted to cleanse himself of 
his association with the dis- 
graced former Brooklyn party 
leader Clarence Norman, a re- 
lationship which first got An- 
drews his state Senate job and 
went on to fill his campaign 
coffers. At long last, has he no 
shame over this relationship? 
His four years in the Senate 
have been undistinguished. 

Our choice 

That is why David Yassky 
is our choice for Congress in 
the 11th District. 

Wonk-like in demeanor and 
a bit stiff on the campaign 
trail, Yassky is unlike many 
politicos — he actually makes 
a difference. 

In his term-and-a-half as a 
city councilman, he’s pushed 
the mayor to mandate afford- 
able housing as part of the re- 
zoning of the Williamsburg 
and Greenpoint waterfronts; 
worked to revise taxicab 
codes to provide for hybrid 
cabs; helped keep film compa- 
nies, with hundreds of union 
jobs, working in New York 
City; and continued the fight 
— begun when he was 
an aide to then-Rep. Charles 
Schumer — against gun man- 
ufacturers. 

We’re not pleased by the 


strong support he receives 
from developers who fill his 
campaign war chest. Or with 
the fact that he moved to New 
York City from Washington, 
D.C. after the imposition of 
term-limits created open seats 
on the Council — or that he 
again moved so that he would 
reside within the 11th District 
before running for the seat. 


But while Yassky has been 
supportive of development, he 
has also listened to the critics 
of the Atlantic Yards pro- 
ject. Yes, he supports Bruce 
Ratner building at that site, but 
at last week’s state public hear- 
ing he reiterated his position 
that the development must be 
halted if it is not scaled back. 

As Yassky demonstrated in 


the City Council, he doesn’t 
just issue press releases or 
make speeches, but makes 
deals with those who have oth- 
er agendas and priorities. 

Yassky is clearly the best 
candidate for the job. Our 
guess is that once he gets to 
Washington, all voters will see 
what a gifted, energetic legis- 
lator like Yassky can deliver.

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Sanitation man killed on BQE

A Bensonhurst sanitation 
worker died on Aug. 28 
when he was ejected from 
his garbage truck during a 
crash on a dangerous stretch 
of the Brooklyn-Queens 
Expressway under the 
famed Brooklyn Heights 
promenade. 

Michael Occhino, 25, was 
killed on the job when his 
truck struck a guardrail near 
Furman Street around 4 am 
and overturned, according to 

The collision hurled him 
through the windshield and 
onto the pavement below. 

Occhino — who was not 
wearing his seatbelt — was 
headed west on the elevated 
roadway, between the Brook- 
lyn Heights and Atlantic Av- 
enue exits, when his truck 
skidded into the barricade. 
Rain made the expressway 
slick that morning, police not- 
ed, and Occhino's heavy buck 
was turning when he lost con- 
trol. 

“I think he would have 
been alive if he was wearing 
his seatbelt,” said Detective 
Mindy Diaz, a police spokes- 
woman. 

Diaz said traffic was not 
heavy at that early hour and 


there was no indication Occhi- 
no was speeding. His was the 
only vehicle involved in the 


Occhino lived on 83rd 
Street with his brother, a city 
firefighter, not far from their 
parents’ home. 


The victim is one of four 
garbage men killed in truck 
crashes in the past three years, 
according to statistics kept by 


their union, the Uniformed

Ratner-backer runs for office

She has no money. 

She has no office. 

She has volunteers who 
disseminate inaccurate in- 
formation. 

She once violated cam- 
paign finance rules by taking 
cash from developers, proper- 
ty management firms, and 

So why does former City 
Councilwoman Tracy Boy- 
land think she has a chance in 
the Sept. 12 primary against 
22-year state Sen. Velmanette 
Montgomery (D-Park Slope)? 

The answer is Atlantic 
Yards. 

According to Boyland, Sen. 
Montgomery’s opposition of 
the Atlantic Yards project has 
hurt her in many parts of her 
district. 

And this week, the candidate 
— daughter of a prominent 
state Assemblyman, William 
Boyland Sr. — admitted that 
the Atlantic Yards developer 
was “helping” her campaign. 

“I love [Forest City Ratner 
Companies executive vice 
president] Bruce Bender,” the 
Yards supporter said. “We 
have a friendship. We worked 
together on the Council.” 

Boyland has supported the 
Atlantic Yards project since its 
inception, citing the 2,250 “af- 
fordable” housing units and 
construction jobs it will create. 
Since Boyland entered the 


race, Montgomery supporters 
and Ratner critics have linked 
her to the developer. 

Boyland would not com- 
ment on any specific link be- 
tween her and the developer, 
but one connection became 
clear last week, when Pacific 
Crest Research, a polling 
firm that Ratner has used in 
the past, did a poll for Boy- 


lantic Yards Report Web site, 
said Pacific Crest Research 
called him to solicit his opin- 
ion on the Montgomery-Boy- 
land race — but the pollster 
depicted Montgomery as an 
ally of those “who have mil- 
lion-dollar brownstones and 
want to preserve their exclu- 
sive neighborhood,” Oder 
said. The rhetoric is similar to 
that used by some Atlantic 
Yards supporters. 

Boyland and Ratner denied 


commissioning the poll. But 
clearly, somebody paid for it, 
yet Boyland has only $100 in 
her campaign till, according to 
the latest campaign finance fil- 
ings, adding fuel to speculation 
that a wealthy Atlantic Yards 
supporter funded the poll. 

Disarray surrounds the 
Boyland campaign. She still 
hasn’t set up an office, even 
though the primary is less than 
three weeks away. 

Last week, a Boyland cam- 


paign volunteer urged a Bed- 
ford-Stuyvesant resident to help 
put “some white woman named 
Montgomery out of office.” 

The miffed resident told 
The Brooklyn Papers that she 
chastised the Boyland volun-

Wal-Mart still eyes Brooklyn

Last week’s decision by 
Wal-Mart to abandon plans to 
open a store in Staten Island 
does not mean that the nation’s 
largest retailer has given up on 
opening its first store in the 
five boroughs. The behemoth 
of Bentonville, Arkansas, re- 
mains a member in good 
standing of The Brooklyn 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Last fall, during a five-bor- 
ough publicity blitz, the com- 
pany joined the Chamber, 
sending a $1,000 check.

“They sent us the check 
and it cleared,” said Chamber 
President Ken Adams. “But 


we haven’t heard from them 

Adams said that Wal-Mart’s 
membership does not mean 
that the Chamber supports the 
company’s bid to open in New 
York. 

“The question about Wal- 
Mart is whether it will change 
its business practices, particu- 
larly around employee com- 
pensation and benefits, in or- 
der to gain public and political 
approval in New York City,” 
Adams said. 

“Are they willing.' We’ve 
never met with them to talk 
about that. That’s up to them.

Adams did say that Wal-

Another 
customer, Yael Ankum, com- 
plained about the “bad atti- 
tude” of the postal workers. 

Even when workers try to 
help, they only make things 
worse, customers said. On a 
recent fact-finding tour by The 
Brooklyn Papers, one employ- 
ee gave customers the choice 
of moving to a different line, 
but it ended up leading to con- 
fusion, not shorter waits. 

And postal workers certain- 
ly keep bureaucrats’ hours. 

“I once went to open a PO 
box around 1 o’clock and was 
told that the person was out to 
lunch and that I should come 
back at 2:30,” said customer 


Grace Christie. “I asked to 
speak to the supervisor [who] 
helped me. But if I hadn’t per- 
sisted, I would’ve had to come 
back an hour and a half later.” 

The stamp machines — 
which were installed to reduce 
lines — are not serving their 
purpose because they are not 
properly serviced. 

“I like to use the Automated 
Postal Center, but it’s always 
out of stamps,” said customer 
Deborah Hertzberg. 

The Postal Service says it is 
working to improve the post 
office by stocking the stamp 
machines more often, in- 
stalling a senior-citizen win- 
dow, and — starting August 
30 — parking a mobile post 
office at 1 Main St. in DUM- 
BO every day from 11:30 am- 
2 pm, said USPS spokesman 
Tom Gaynor. 

Customers said that the im- 
provements better hurry, be- 
cause poor service is driving 
people away — but others 
were at least able to look on 
the bright side. 

“If you want to see a really 
bad post office, go to the 
Brownville Station on Atlantic 
Avenue!” exclaimed one 
woman. — Rebecca Ballhaus

Cop crackdown on 
teen crime in Dyker 
brings 42 arrests

Demands for a crack- 
down on shenanigans by 
Dyker Heights teens have 
yielded fast results: 42 
nogoodniks have been 
arrested in the past two 
weeks. 

Twenty-five have been col- 
lared for disorderly conduct, 
15 for marijuana-related of- 
fenses, and two for graffiti vi- 
olations since Aug. 16, ac- 
cording to the 68th Precinct. 

The big round-up came af- 
ter Dyker residents implored 
police to do something about 
what they saw as an orgy of 
low-level criminal behavior. 

“These are criminals,” said 
Frances Vella Marrone, presi- 
dent of the Dyker Heights 
Civic Association. 

Her partner in anti-crime is 
state Sen. Marty Golden (R- 
Bay Ridge), who offered a 
more historical take. 

“Kids have been hanging 
out for hundreds of years, 
specifically in Dyker,” said 
Golden, apparently referring 
to colonial-era ne’er-do-wells. 

“But they were behaved, 
and lived in a fashion that a 
community could accept.” 

Not anymore. 

Lately teens have been hang- 
ing out in groups of 15 or 20, 
tagging businesses with graffiti, 
smoking blunts on street cor- 
ners, ripping up awnings, and 
some adults say, even stashing 
pot in neighbors’ gardens. 

Most of the foul deeds have 
taken place along 13th Avenue, 
between 68th and 82nd streets. 

“A lot of the merchants, in- 
cluding myself, have just had 
enough,” said Carlos Scissura, 
a 13th Avenue attorney. 

“Since June, I’ve had graf- 
fiti on my office four or five 
times, I’ve had a tree stolen, 
flags stolen. I come into my 
office in the morning, I find

beer bottles around.” 

Scissura said that since the 
crackdown began, he’s no- 
ticed a decrease in crime. 

“Since [the graffiti on my 
door], about a week and a half 
ago, I have not had anything,” 
said Scissura, who added that 
before the arrests, he had “in- 
cidents” every couple of days. 

But pharmacy-owner and 
Dyker resident Robert Pollina 
is more skeptical. A lifelong 
resident, he said he’s never seen 
so much teen angst gone awry. 
He’s even twice caught teens 
smoking weed on his stoop. 

He thinks the teens are just 
terrorizing another part of the 
neighborhood. 

“I think it’s more that the 
St. Rosalia Festival on 18 th 
Avenue is going on, so they’re 
probably all hanging out over 
there,” said Pollina. 

Whatever the reasons, on a 
recent two-hour nighttime 
walk through Dyker Heights, 
only eight loitering teenagers 

Four were smoking mari- 
juana and drinking. The others 


were shooting the breeze. 

They said there’s nothing else 
to do but hang out on the street. 

“Everything’s mad expen- 
sive,” said one of the boys, 15, 
who was sitting on a stoop 
near 13 th Avenue and smok- 
ing a blunt. 

His friend, 16, a “40” in 
hand, agreed, adding, “We’re 
not hurting nobody.” 

A few blocks away, Mo- 
hammed, 17, said: “We go have 
pizza, and when it closes at 1 1 , 
we hang out on the comer.” 
While the adults and 
teenagers take part in this 
timeless intergenerational con- 
flict, the police are occupying 
a tenuous middle ground. 

“The 13 th Avenue thing 
sort of steps up every year, 
around this time of year,” said 
Sam Hoffmann, executive of- 
ficer of the 68th Precinct. 
“And, it’s a balancing act.” 

But Hoffman says that the 
cops are making a real effort 
not to go overboard. 

“We understand they’re 
kids,” said Hoffmann. “We try 
to let kids be kids.”

On message, Harrison is 
clearer: He backs the removal 
of the toll on the Verrazano- 
Narrows Bridge for residents 
of the 13th congressional dis- 
trict, which is awkwardly bi- 
sected by the expensive span. 

But as some wags pointed 
out, when it comes to cam- 
paign slogans, “Clunky prom- 
ises are never a sin/But

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Burglars strike two churches on same night 

Four down, 
more to go

Thieves hit two Ben- 
sonhurst churches, damag- 
ing property at both and 
stealing electronics from 
the parish on Avenue T. 

But the burglars may have 
left police with a critical clue. 
Officers from the 62nd 
Precinct discovered a wallet 
packed with identification, 
cash and other papers near one 
vandalized cathedral. 

In the first break-in, the 
would-be robber sneaked into 
Sts. Simon and Jude, a Roman 
Catholic church on the comer 
of Avenue T and Van Sicklen 
Street, after staff left for the 
night on Aug. 24, police said. 
When church officials re- 
turned the next day, they dis- 
covered a damaged cash box 
and only dust where electronic 
equipment had been. 

Police didn’t say how the 
burglar got inside the 60-plus- 
year-old church. 

But the sacrilegious sinner 
clearly left his mark at St. 
Athanasius, the elaborate brick 
cathedral on 61st Street and 
20th Avenue, police reports 
show. When a church official 
arrived on Aug. 25, he found a 
window broken and scratches 
surrounding a side door. The 
robber had tried to pry open 
the door of the massive, 93- 
year-old cathedral, but failed 
and departed empty-handed, 


leaving only minor damage to 
the door. 

But police officers examin- 
ing the church’s broken win- 
dow discovered the lucky clue. 
Nestled amid the broken glass 
on the ground was the billfold, 
dropped during the burglary 
attempt. 

Six-dollar collar 

Police nabbed a teen who 
stole $6 from a younger boy, 
but returned his empty wallet 
during the Aug. 23 robbery. 

The thief wandered up to 
the 14-year-old boy and asked 
for money as the victim 
walked along 18th Avenue, 
near 71st Street, around 6 pm. 
Before the boy responded, the 
teen pulled out a box cutter 
and demanded to search the 
youngster. Rifling his pockets, 
the robber found the wallet, 
plucked out the cash, returned 
the billfold and ran. 

Police arrested the 18-year- 
old alleged robber moments 
later and just a block away. 

Cell-snatchers 

A subway conductor helped 
police catch one of the three 
thieves who grabbed a phone 
from a woman riding the N 
train on Aug. 23. 

The robbers mshed the 19- 
year-old victim around 5 pm, 
as the subway pulled into the 
station at Bay Parkway and 
West Eight Street. The trio 
snatched the cellphone from 
her hand and ran off the train,

dashing down the platform. 

But that’s when the subway 
conductor stepped from the 
train to lend a hand. He cap- 
tured one of the three thieves 
and held the boy until police 

Police charged the 17-year- 
old with grand larceny; his ac- 
complices, ages 16 and 17, es- 
caped with the phone. 

Two-armed heist 

Thieves armed with a gun 
and a knife stole a man’s wal- 
let as he walked along 16th 
Avenue at dawn on Aug. 23, 
police said. 

The gunman first pushed the 
57-year-old victim against a 
wall near 79th Street, at 5:50 
am. Then a second thug ap- 
peared behind the man and held 
a knife to his throaL demanding, 
“Give me your wallet.” 

The victim turned over his 
billfold — plus the credit 
cards, identification and $35 
inside — and the robbers ran 
off along 16th Avenue. 

Walking wounded 

A man suffered a gunshot 
wound to his ankle when a 
half-dozen thugs attacked him 
on Aug. 26, police said.

Sanitation man is 
killed in BQE crash 

Victim lived in Bensonhurst

A Bensonhurst sanitation 
worker died on Aug. 28 
when he was ejected from 
his garbage truck during a 
crash on a dangerous stretch 
of the Brooklyn-Queens 
Expressway under the 
famed Brooklyn Heights 
promenade. 

Michael Occhino, 25, was 
killed on the job when his truck 
struck a guardrail near Furman 
Street around 4 am and over- 
turned, according to police. 

The collision hurled him 
through the windshield and 
onto the pavement below. 

Occhino — who was not 
wearing his seatbelt — was 
headed west on the elevated 
roadway, between the Brooklyn 
Heights and Atlantic Avenue 
exits, when his truck skidded 
into the barricade. Rain made 
the expressway stick that morn- 
ing, police noted, and Occhi- 
no’s heavy truck was turning 
when he lost control. 

“I think he would have 
been alive if he was wearing 
his seatbelt,” said Detective 


Mindy Diaz, a police spokes- 
woman. 

Diaz said traffic was not 
heavy at that early hour and 
there was no indication Occhi- 
no was speeding. His was the 
only vehicle involved in the 

Occhino lived on 83rd 
Street with his brother, a city 
firefighter, not far from their 
parents’ home. 

The victim is one of four 
garbage men killed in truck 
crashes in the past three years, 
according to statistics kept by 
their union, the Uniformed 
Sanitationmen’s Association.

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Bruce to the rescue? 

Library courts Ratner 
for big cash infusion

Big shots at the Brooklyn 
Public Library are eying 
developer Bruce Ratner as 
the key “partner” they need 
to jump start their long- 
delayed Visual and Perform- 
ing Arts Library just two 
blocks from his proposed 
Atlantic Yards project. 

No deals have been bro- 
kered between the institution 
and the developer, but officials 
from Forest City Ratner are 
talking to library trustees 
about funding the $ 120-mil- 
lion arts library, The Brooklyn 
Papers has learned. 

“There have been several 
conversations,” said Danny 
Simmons, a member of the 
Brooklyn Public Library board 


and brother of rap impresario, 
Russell Simmons. “He would 
make a good partner. Ratner is 
building a huge, huge complex 
and one of the things that make 
it more attractive is surrounding 
cultural attractions. He has sig- 
nificant interest in making sure 
they succeed.” 

The sleek, all-glass, Enrique 
Norten-designed building is a 
main feature of the city’s plan to 
surround the Brooklyn Acad- 
emy of Music with a Lincoln- 
Center-style campus that in- 
cludes new housing and cultural 
institutions. 

When the library design was 
unveiled in 2002, officials pre- 
dicted a 2005 groundbreaking. 
Now that date has been pushed 
back to 2009. 

Few art world insiders were 
shocked to hear that Ratner is 
considering underwriting the 
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building. The developer is a 
longtime BAM trustee who 
chaired the institution’s board 
until 2001. 

“If you look at the BAM 
playbills, you have to see that 
[Ratner] has a history of giv- 
ing,” said Marilyn Gelber, exec- 
utive director of Independence 
Community Foundation. 

Yet Ratner’s Atlantic Yards 
project is so controversial in 
some quarters that many op- 
ponents are looking this possi- 
ble gift horse in the mouth. To 
them, Ratner’s support for the 
Visual and Performing Arts 
Library only confirms old sus- 
picions about the BAM Cul- 
tural District. 

“When the hours for all li- 
braries in Brooklyn have been 
reduced and inventory is outdat- 
ed, we need to rethink putting 
what [little] capital we have into 
this visual arts library,” said 
Councilwoman Letitia James 
(D-Fort Greene). 

“The state is relying on de- 
velopers to make Downtown 
Brooklyn a playground for the 
rich, while ignoring basic needs 
in our community,” she added. 

The latest plans for the 
“BAM Cultural District” show 
a theater designed by Atlantic 
Yards architect Frank Gehry, 
affordable office space for arts 
organizations, 350 units of 
housing (of which half would 
be middle- and low-income), 
plus a fountain designed to 
bring it all together. 

Mayor Bloomberg allocat- 
ed $74 million in financing for 
the cultural district in 2004 — 
but it has received no funding 
from the City Council since. 
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(As of Saturday, Sept. 2)

added a friend. “ ‘OK’ is bad, too.” (Then again, so is eating piz- 
za and guzzling Pepsi, which the re-enactors did upon arrival at 
the ceremony. Of course, they did their refueling in the privacy 
of a tent.) 

When the time for battle came, the re-enactors loaded their 
muskets and made war — interrupted by patriotic, caustic and 
cute comments from the crowd. 

“Are they going to kill them?” asked a tow-headed boy in a 
high-pitched voice. 

As his father explained that no, this was just make-believe, 
there was a deafening roar, and the cannon unleashed its smoky 

The Brooklynites were entranced, and like rapt bystanders at a 
hit-and-run, they followed the Tories down the hill, upsetting the 
re-enactors. 

“You want to be behind the hub of the cannon because of your 
hearing,” roared a heavy-set woman in colonial garb. She was 
also the owner of the replica killing machine. 

The 21st-century Brooklynites ignored her. 

The cannon went off again. 

The British moved in. The Brooklynites followed. 

One rebel fell dead to the ground. The photographers crowded 
around him. 

“See if he’s got money in his wallet,” cracked a bystander. 

The rest of the rebels scattered into the bushes. 

The re-enactment might have been fought by few troops, but 
in the real Battle of Brooklyn, 11,000 American troops battled a 
British force three times its size. 

On the ridges of Battle Hill, now part of the cemetery, 2,000 
American soldiers were surrounded and killed, and the rest of the 
troops, led by George Washington, retreated under cover of fog 
to Brooklyn Heights. 

A regiment of 400 Marylanders tried to cover for the rest of 
the retreating troops near the Old Stone House. Only nine of 
them survived. But the regiment is credited with buying Wash- 
ington time to escape across the East River to New- York. 

The re-staged battle over, Cuneo took out his car keys, clicked 
the unlock button, and drove to the top of the cemetery for anoth- 
er ceremony. 

Far be it from us to criticize, but neither the colonists nor the 
British had SUVs back then.

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Filmmaker returns to Sunset Park 
doc for 6 Sherrybaby 9 inspiration

F or her first feature-length, fiction film, 
“Sherrybaby,” Prospect Heights writer- 
director Laurie Collyer not only man- 
aged to snag the summer’s “It” girl, Maggie 
Gyllenhaal, as her leading lady, but she 
culled a pitch perfect performance from 7- 
year-old Ryan Simpkins, who plays Sherry’s 
daughter Alexis. 

Not impressed yet? 

The 39-year-old filmmaker shot the movie 
on location in New Jersey, in just 25 days, 
while six-months-pregnant with her first child 
“It’s cool that I was 
pregnant,” Collyer told 
GO Brooklyn. “I think it 
fed the storytelling for 

And the story of “Sher- 
rybaby” is a heartrending 
one. Twenty-three-year-old 
Sherry (Gyllenhaal) is re- 
leased from prison with a 
brown paper bag filled 
with her few possessions 
and a hopeful yearning for 
a reunion with her daugh- 
ter. But while Sherry was 
doing time for robbery (to 
feed her heroin addiction), 
her daughter has been in 
the care of her brother 
(Brad Henke) and sister-in- 
law (Bridget Barkan). So 
when Sherry shows up 
sober and demanding to be 
called “Mom,” the whole 
family has some painful 
adjustments to make. 

Sherry’s ability to stay on the straight and 
narrow becomes more complicated by a se- 
ries of indignities like a job counselor that 
expects sexual favors in return for a coveted 
position and antagonistic roommates in her 
halfway house. 

As the film unfolds, so do revelations 
about Sherry’s upbringing that help to ex- 


plain her post-prison conduct: a downward 
spiral of promiscuous behavior, drug abuse 
and parole violations. 

Collyer’s “Sherrybaby” keeps viewers on 
the edge of their seat as they wonder if Sher- 
ry will ever be able to overcome her own 
worst enemy — herself — and bridge the 
ever-widening divide between the young ex- 
con she is and the responsible, sober, wage- 
earning mother she must become. 

Real to reel 

Collyer’s 1999 documentary, “Nuyorican 
Dream,” which was her thesis film for the 
graduate program at New York University’s 
Tisch School of the Arts, 
premiered in competition 
at the 2000 Sundance 
Film Festival. In 2001, 
Collyer attended the Sun- 
dance Filmmaker’s Lab 
and the Cinefondation 
Residence of the Cannes 
Film Festival with her 
“Sherrybaby” screenplay. 

The gritty realism of the 
film is informed by the six 
years Collyer spent work- 
ing with children in the fos- 
ter care system and “Nuy- 
orican Dream,” about a 
Sunset Park family. 

“[‘Sherrybaby’] is defi- 
nitely inspired by this 
woman that I grew up with, 
but it’s not ultimately about 
her,” said Collyer. “In some 
ways, ‘Sherrybaby’ is more 
connected to ‘Nuyorican 
Dream’ than to anything 
else. It’s kind of the same 
story, in a different context. One is a poor, ur- 
ban Puerto Rican family and one is a middle 
class white family in New Jersey, but it’s the 

Collyer said it was important to her that the 
performance of her “Sherrybaby” leading lady 
be rooted in reality, insisting that Gyllenhaal

“World Trade Center,” Marc Forster’s 
“Stranger than Fiction”) visit halfway houses, 
drug recovery programs and parole meetings. 

“Because an actor has to rely on their 
imagination — clearly — to do the work 
that they do, and also their wealth of emo- 
tions, why reinvent the wheel?” asked Colly- 
er. “Why have her imagine situations when 
you could put her in them and imagine from 
there ... I researched the script over two 
years, and I felt like the actor should partici- 
pate somewhat in the research, too, to be true 
to the script that I wrote. 

“Most actors do that kind of research for 
roles that are really outside their own experi- 
ence and specifically for more social realism 
types of movies.” 

The gritty authenticity in Collyer’s script 
is brought to life with the documentary-esque 
handheld camera work of director of photog- 
raphy Russell Fine. 

Kids are alright 

While Gyllenhaal was clearly more than 
up to the task of taking on the persona of 
Sherry, some of the film’s most poignant 
scenes are when she is acting opposite child- 
actor Simpkins. 

Collyer doesn’t take all the credit for coaxing 
the arresting performance from the little girl. 

“My advice [for filmmakers] is to use 
your actors to direct the child and not try to 
do it all by yourself,” said Collyer of her 
strategy. “And turn it into a game. That’s 
how you get kids to respond.” 

Brooklyn or bust 

Collyer, who grew up in central New Jer- 


sey’s Union County, is a proud Brooklyn res- 
ident after being rooted here for five years. 
So when “Sherrybaby” was one of the films 
shown at the Brooklyn Academy of Music in 
May’s “Sundance Institute at BAM” series, it 
gave her a special thrill that a Park City, Utah 
screening could not. 

“It gave me an opportunity to show 
[‘Sherrybaby’] to all of my friends and fami- 
ly, so it was cool on a personal level,” said 
Collyer of the Fort Greene screening. “I think 
it started a New York buzz for the movie, for 
sure.” Collyer secured a distributor for the 
film just prior to the BAM screening, and 
“Sherrybaby” will be released in Manhattan 
on Sept. 8. 

While Collyer said, “I hope to stay in 
Brooklyn forever,” she observed that the 
borough is getting prohibitively expensive 
for this up-and-coming filmmaker and her 

What’s next? 

Although she’s still busy promoting “Sher- 
rybaby,” Collyer said she’s eager to get be- 
hind the camera again and has several irons 
in the fire. 

“I’m not taking a break,” she said. “I want 
to start making a movie as soon as possible.” 

While “Nuyorican Dream” and “Sherryba- 
by” centered on somber themes, Collyer says 
she’ll be going in a new direction on her next 
film. 

“I think the next one will be somewhat of 
a departure, actually,” she revealed. “No 
more drugs or prison,” said Collyer with a 
laugh. “I think I’ve done that story.”

One for the books 

Borough Hall hosts daylong literary love-in 
with Lahiri , Lethem , Lopate and many more

B orough Hall will transform into a lit- 
erary mecca with the first annual 
Brooklyn Book Festival on Sept. 16. 
Hundreds of bibliophiles, including 
authors, publishers, agents, literacy or- 
ganizations and book vendors, will 
gather for this extravaganza, said John- 
ny Temple, one of the festival organiz- 
ers and owner of the Brooklyn-based 
publishing company Akashic Books. 

“We wanted the festival to have a 
strong Brooklyn flavor, but this is a na- 
tional book festival, a high caliber book 
festival,” said Temple, who is chair of 
the Brooklyn Literary Council estab- 
lished by Brooklyn Borough President 
Marty Markowitz in 2003. 

Attendees will get a taste of both 
Brooklyn culture and popular literature 
from around the globe. 

“Most of the authors live here or 
were bom here or have some strong 
Brooklyn connection, but that’s not ex- 
clusively the case,” said Temple, a Fort 
Greene resident. “Some don’t at all, but 
they are in the minority.” 

In addition to stands of book exhibits 
and vendors, three outdoor stages be- 
hind Borough Hall and two rooms in 
Borough Hall, including the historic 
courtroom, will be set up for readings 
by authors. 

Temple and other members of the 
Brooklyn Literary Council reached out 
to authors to participate in the topical 
readings and panel discussions that are 
scheduled throughout the day. 

Some readings fit into the broader 
literary world, like “The Soul of a Best- 
seller,” where authors will read and dis- 
cuss passages from books that inspired 
their own writing, and “Of Chaos and 
Fiction,” in which a panel of authors 
will discuss how their books fit into a 
world of war and political trauma. 

The Brooklyn Papers’ editor, Gersh 
Kuntzman, will moderate the panel, 
“Brooklyn Cooks, the World Eats” 
which will feature author Lyn Stall- 
worth, chef Alan Harding, and restaura- 
teur-author Kevin Rosen. 

Other readings are Brooklyn-based: 
“The Streets Are Talking, Superbor- 
ough: Brooklyn’s Indelible Stamp on 
Comic Book History,” and “City on 
Edge,” a collection of writers whose 
quirky style reflects the city they call

the community of people who love 
books and literature to gather, to meet 
one another and to pass on to the next 
generation a love of books,” said 
Ames, author of the “I Love You More 
Than You Know” essay collection and 
the novel, “Wake Up, Sir!” 

Although Ames grew up in neigh- 
boring New Jersey, he has Brooklyn 
roots. Ames said his reading at the 
Brooklyn Book Festival might be an 
essay he wrote about his grandparents’ 
old house in Borough Park. 

“Brooklyn deserves its own festi- 
val,” said Ames. “There are plenty of 
writers in this borough and plenty of 
lovers of books, so why not have a lit- 
erary festival? It’s a positive reason to 
gather in our troubled and confused

Kenji Jasper, who will be promoting 
his urban book series “The Armory” for 
Akashic Books, and reading from his 
upcoming novel “Nostrand Avenue” 
(named, of course, for the Brooklyn 
street). Adding a twist to the traditional 
reading experi- 
ence, Jasper said 
actors will ac- 
company his 
reading and per- 
form the text as 
he reads it. 

“Brooklyn is 
such a hub for 
different cultures 
and energies, and 
I feel that artists here, and particularly 
authors, would love to showcase our 
stuff,” said Jasper. “We compete with 
Manhattan, the Upper West Side and 
the Village, all the cliche writerly 
places. Brooklyn deserves a shot for it- 
self. [The festival] will be a shining ex- 
ample of all the talent we have here.” 

Although the event is sure to attract 
book-lovers from all over the bor- 
oughs, Jasper has faith that anyone can 
find something to appreciate in the 
festival. 

“Even if you’re not a book-lover, 
come out and walk around and take in 
the sights. There are stories here that 
everyone can relate to,” said Jasper. 
“Some of those reluctant folks who 
only read self-help books and live by 


their TiVo should take one day and do 
something a bit old school. See what’s 
out there and what literature has to of- 
fer. Take a good old Saturday after- 
noon in Brooklyn and make the best 
of it.” 

Ensuring that the festival truly has 
something for every reader, one of the 
stages will be dedicated to children’s 
authors. Finalists from a young writers 
competition, held earlier this summer, 
called “Secret of the Street,” will also 
be reading their work. 

Fort Greene author Jennifer Egan, who 
is reading in “The Soul of a Bestseller” 
program, said she will definitely be bring- 
ing her two children, ages 3 and 5. 

“I love the idea of getting them inter- 
ested in books, 
and book readings 
as a type of per- 
formance,” said 
Egan. “It’s an ac- 
tivity the whole 
family can do to- 
gether, which I 


The host of the 
day-long festival 
is as big a fan of books as he is of the 
borough itself. 

“There are so many diversions for 
kids, but books are still the greatest 
source of knowledge,” said Borough 
President Markowitz. “Parents should 
bring their kids, so they can emphasize 
the value and importance of reading, 
and meet the people they are supposed 
to emulate — these authors, instead of 
characters on TV screens.” 

The Brooklyn Book Festival will be 
a gathering of many of the greatest cre- 
ative minds in Kings County and be- 
yond, including Jonathan Lethem, 
Jhumpa Lahiri and Leonard Lopate. As 
Markowitz said, “Brooklyn is already 
the creative capital of NYC, and this 
event will only seek to confirm that!”

A Sherry Primer

I f I were to make a list of the most 
misunderstood wines of the world, I’d 
have to include Sherry. Sherry can be 
either dry as dust or sweet as sin, or almost 
anything in between. Sherry is a fortified 
wine, made stronger by the addition of 
brandy, and can age for years, or even 
decades. Sherry is a blended wine, made 
from wines of different ages. Sherry can be a 
mid-afternoon “pick-me-up”, a pre-dinner 
aperitif, a wine to enjoy with foods savory or 
sweet, or an after-dinner drink. Once you 
learn about the varieties of Sherry, you open 
up an entire new world of pleasurable drinks 

Sherry is named for the Spanish city of 
Jerez (Xeres), pronounced hair-eth, located 
in the south of the country. The name of 
the town comes from the Persian “Shiraz”, 
another city known for wine production, or 
the Phoenician Xera. Scholars are divided on 
this, but they do hold that Phoenicians were 
growing wine grapes here as early as 1100 
BC. The white Palomino grape is used to 
make Sherry, with the sweet Pedro Ximenez 
occasionally added to make sweet wines, and 
Muscat used for the aromatic Moscatel of 
the area. The unique white loam soil, called 
Albariza, is considered the best for grape 
growing here, as it best holds the rain that 
rarely falls during the entire summer. 

Sherry starts out as a dry white wine, with 
fermentation completed. The wines are 
fortified with much less alcohol added than 
with Porto, where the brandy is poured in to 
stop the incomplete fermentation. Lighter, 
more delicate wines are lightly fortified in 
the hope that they will develop a surface 
yeast, called Flor. Flor looks like a thin, 
white, pebble-textured sheet that covers the 
wine while it ages in barrel. It prevents the 
wine from coming into contact with air, so 
Sherries made this way are lighter in flavor 
and color, tasting fresh. This Sherries is 
called Fino if it comes from Jerez, 
Manzanilla if it is made in the nearby port 
city of Sanlucar de Barrameda. A Fino or 
Manzanilla may be further aged, without 
Flor, and become darker in color, taking on 
a slightly nutty, caramel aroma and complex, 
rich flavors. This Sherry is called Amon- 
tillado. 

Wines judged to be less delicate are given 
more brandy prior to ageing, and the higher 
alcohol level insures that Flor will not devel- 
op. This means that the ageing Sherry will 
be in contact with the air, since the barrels 
are not filled to the top. The wines slowly 
oxidize, taking on a distinct aroma that we 
refer to as “sherried”. The lightest of these 


Sherries is the wonderful but rare Palo 
Cortado. It is aged longer than a Fino and 
has aromas very much like Oloroso but is 
drier, very much like an Amontillado. 
Oloroso (“scented” in Spanish) is aged for a 
longer time, taking on more complexity 
with time. Sweet Sherries are made by 
adding wine made from the Pedro Ximenez 
or Moscatel grapes. These wines are made 
sweet by either partially drying them in the 
sun prior to pressing and fermentation, or 
by “cooking down” the finished wine into a 
thick syrup. Pedro Ximenes or Moscatel 
wines are dessert wines, and can also be 
tremendous bargains. A good Moscatel has 
exotic aromas of orange and spice, while 
Pedro Ximenes tastes of raisins and summer 
sunshine! 

Sherries are not vintage dated because 
they are blended using a unique system 
called a Solera. Imagine barrels partly filled 
with wine stacked atop other barrels, atop 
other barrels. Some Sherry is drawn off from 
the lowest barrels, and those barrels are 
topped of with wine from the barrels above. 
Those barrels, in turn, are replenished with 
Sherry from the barrels above them, as are 
the ones above them, etc. Newly made 
Sherry is added to the uppermost barrels. As 
few as three to as many as nine levels of 
barrels are used in the Soleras, insuring a 
continuity of flavor and quality, as well as a 
“house style”. 

Sherry should be drunk chilled, and 
should be kept refrigerated once it is 
opened. The glass used to serve it in Spain is 
called a Copa or Copita, and is basically the 
same size and shape as the tasting glass 
which is used in almost all wineries and wine 
competitions. The tiny glasses passed off as 
“Sherry glasses” are usually useless, since 
they are not big enough to allow you to swirl 
the wine, or to get a big enough pour. 

Fino and Manzanilla is what most people 
drink in Tapas bars, since it goes well with 
almost any dish. Serrano ham, Manchego 
cheese, olives, shrimp with garlic... all will 
taste even better with a chilled Fino or 
Manzanilla. Amontillado is wonderful with 
pork, mushrooms and cheeses, and is what I 
usually add when a recipe calls for Sherry 
and does not specify the type. It is also my 
favorite after work sip, so I always have a 
bottle on hand. If you want to enjoy a 
simply yet mouth watering good dessert, 
pour some Pedro Ximenes over good vanilla 
ice cream. You’ll understand what I mean 
when I say it tastes like raisins and summer

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Bart Spaugh: Getting 
Past the B.S.

C omeback stories are part of the American tradition. We 
love them, perhaps, because all of us at one time or 
another have had distressing moments in our lives, dizzying 
ups and worrisome downs, and we’ve all wondered what to do.

Two gentlemen 
from Anderson 



Cyclones hurler Grady Hinchman comes from the 
same town as Dodgers great Carl Erskine (inset). 


T HIS IS A TALE OF TWO PITCHERS — Carl Er- 
skine and Grady Hinchman — two gentlemen from 
the central Indiana town of Anderson who came to 
Brooklyn and wound up competing against Yankees, one 
in numerous World Series and the other, two generations 
later, in the New York-Penn League playoff race. 

Erskine, 79, came out of Anderson High School and a 
World War II stint in the Navy to rocket through the 
Brooklyn Dodger farm system, making the big club in 
1948. In a career lasting more than a decade, the 5-foot- 
10 right-hander won 122 games, pitched two no-hitters, 
helped the Dodgers win their only Brooklyn World Cham- 
pionship in 1955, and once held the World Series single- 
game strikeout record when he fanned 14 Yankees in the 
1953 Series. 

Hinchman, 25, is a 5-foot-9 inch lefty who was bom in 
Anderson but lives three-quarters of a mile up the road in 
neighboring Pendleton. He pitched briefly for the Cy- 
clones last season, and this year, he’s 3-1 with a 3.16 ERA 
in 19 relief appearances for Brooklyn. 

Let’s have the pitchers describe Anderson, a town of 
59,734. 

“There’s lots of com around, and flat land,” said Hinch- 

“It’s a Midwestern town,” Erskine said in a phone in- 
terview this week. “It has a courthouse near the town 
square, and a life that’s a little slower than the rest of the 
world, but some of that is changing.” 

Hinchman and Erskine have an Anderson connection 
that goes back to Hinchman’s great-uncle, William Og- 

“Bill Ogden was a small infielder who played high 
school baseball with me,” recalled Erskine, who still lives 
in his hometown. 

In another connection, Hinchman recalls Erskine 
speaking at several youth team banquets. 

Not only do these hurlers come from the same town, 
but they also have Bay Ridge in common. 

Erskine lived in Bay Ridge during the Dodgers’ season, 
not too far away from the hotel where Hinchman stays 
with the Cyclones. 

While both pitchers love the Brooklyn fans, they also 
know their cruel side. 

Hinchman recalled a rough outing in his first game at 
Keyspan last season, having just been promoted from the 
Gulf Coast League. 

“When the inning was over, I was booed and some fan 
yelled, ‘Go back to the Gulf Coast League,’ ” he said. 
Hinchman learned from the experience. 

“They’re such passionate fans in Brooklyn. They want 
to see you do well, and if you don’t, they want to toughen 
you up by booing.” 

Erskine echoed Hinchman’s comments. 

“You’ve never been booed ’til you’ve been booed in 
Brooklyn,” said the gentleman affectionately called 
“Oisk” by the Brooklyn faithful. 

“But it’s because of love. You can always be tougher on 
the ones you love, and Brooklyn fans love their teams, so 
they’re tough.” 

Both hurlers are considered as small, but used it to their 
advantage. 

“I never considered myself as small,” said Erskine. “A 
pitcher’s size doesn’t count anyway. It’s deception and lo- 
cation that matter.” 

Hinchman also denies that his size is a handicap. 

“I use it as motivation,” says the left-hander. “When 
people judge me as too small, that only makes me want to 
prove them wrong.” 

Erskine experienced the Dodger- Yankee “Subway Se- 
ries” rivalry, while Hinchman is experiencing the Brook- 
lyn-Staten Island cross-Narrows rivalry. 

“The fans across the water hate the Brooklyn team,” said 
Hinchman. “And the Brooklyn fans hate the team across 
the water, too. That’s the way it is. But the rivalry helps us 
— it makes the games more exciting for the players.” 

But Brooklyn baseball for Erskine wasn’t just about ri- 
valry — it was also about friendship among teammates. 

“Duke Snider, Pee Wee Reese, Rube Walker and I lived 
near each other in Bay Ridge. In the off season, they all 
visited me in Anderson,” said Erskine. 

“And when we used to go by train to St. Louis, the train 
would stop in my hometown. 

“Gene Hermanski was the guy on the team who used to 
make us laugh, and when the train was getting close to 
Anderson he used to act like the conductor and announce, 
‘Anderson is the next stop. Get ready to jump off because 
the train won’t actually stop.’ ” 

Erskine may have left his in-season home in Brooklyn, 
but his name lives on in the borough’s Erskine Street, 
named after him. 

Hinchman has no street named for him, but he’s a fa- 
vorite with Cyclones fans, and he’s hoping his journey 
from Anderson to Brooklyn can continue for just 15 more 
hard miles — the distance to Shea Stadium and the major 
leagues.

lowed the only mn of the 
game to score. 

Portillo — who had given 
up just one hit — was tagged 
with the loss. 

The action moved to the 


friendly confines of Keyspan 
Park on a dreary Tuesday 
night, when Cyclones General 
Manager Steve Cohen guar- 
anteed a victory — claiming 
he would have his head 
shaved if his team didn’t de- 
liver the “W” (see story be- 

Cohen’s locks shook nerv- 


ously when the Yankees took 
a 1-0 lead in the sixth, thanks 
to an error by Cyclone third- 
baseman Ivan Naccarata that 
gave Wilkins DeLaRosa new 
life. DeLaRosa promptly sin- 
gle to center and stole second. 

Mitch Hilligoss then sin- 
gled to center, scoring De- 
LaRosa. 


The Yankees tacked on an 
insurance run in the eighth 
against closer German Marte. 

But the two-run lead didn’t 
hold up, as the Cyclones ex-

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Owens writes a new tune, but 
rivals have reasons to sing

Chris Owens wants to 
take after his father in 
more ways than one. 

The would-be legislator — 
whose dad, Major Owens, is 
famously known as “The Rap- 
pin’ Representative” — re- 
leased a song on Monday 
night criticizing the Iraq war. 

Owens updated a reggae- 
tinged tune he wrote 22 years 
ago to protest Ronald Rea- 
gan’s nuclear arms policy: 

“This is Chris Owens send- 
ing this song out to George 
Bush and the radical Right. 
We need to get our priorities 
straight and save this world. 
We need some love. Because 
we know love is the way.”

The timing of its release 
was not accidental. 

The song debuted on the eve 
of a Park Slope appearance by 
anti-war Rep. John Murtha (D- 
Penn.), who endorsed City 
Councilwoman Yvette Clarke 
(D-Flatbush) for the 11th Dis- 
trict seat currently occupied by

Owens’s father. 

Murtha admitted his endorse- 
ment of Clarke didn’t have 
much to do with the war, which 
all four candidates oppose. 

“I like her personality” said 
Murtha. “She’s very straight- 
forward, and she asked me for 
my endorsement.” 

Murtha also cited Clarke’s 
support for cancer and diabetes 
research, battered women, and 
her friendship with Rep. An- 
thony Weiner (D-Sheepshead 
Bay), a once-and-future may- 
oral candidate who co-hosted 
Tuesday’s town hall meeting 
at the Park Slope United 
Methodist Church. 

Clarke was clearly hoping 
to expand her base from 
Crown Heights to liberal Park 
Slope, but most of the middle- 
aged women in the crowd 
wore pins supporting Owens, 
who is far more identified 
with the anti-war movement. 


Clarke’s good week over- 
shadowed some bad news — 
she was not only forced to ad- 
mit that she had not graduated 
from Oberlin College, but also 
had to respond to new reports 
that she was once taken to court 
over unpaid student loans. 

The next day, her Council ri- 
val, David Yassky (D-Brooklyn 
Heights) got the endorsement 
of the New York Times, which 
has a significant impact among 
some liberal voters. 

Endorsements themselves 


don’t mean anything, but they 
often reveal a lot about a candi- 
date’s campaign: 

• Clarke is positioning herself 
as the woman’s candidate, hav- 
ing picked up endorsements 
from Emily’s List, and Local 
1 199 of the Service Employees 
International Union. 

•State Sen. Carl Andrews 
(D-Crown Heights) is the estab- 
lishment candidate, having been 
backed by 20 state lawmakers, 
including his former boss, At- 
torney General Eliot Spitzer. 


He’s also the choice of the Unit- 
ed Federation of Teachers, the 
Public Employee Federation, 
and New York State AFL-CIO. 

• Despite his fundraising 
prowess, Yassky is running the 
outsider campaign, chalking 
up no endorsements from 
elected officials, unless you 
count Brownsville Democratic 
district leader Lisa Kenner, ac- 
cording to campaign manager 
Gregory Joseph. 

But Yassky does have the 
support of developers, including 


controversial architect Robert 
Scarano, whose planned fund- 
raiser for the councilman this 
week was cancelled when the 
press started asking questions 
about Yassky’s link to an archi- 
tect who was recently disci- 
plined by the dty. 

Yassky even lost the support 
of one elected official — As- 
semblyman James Brennan (D- 
Park Slope) — who supported 
him for Council in 2001 . Bren- 
nan is backing Owens because 
of his opposition to the war. 

“He’s a staunch liberal,” 
Brennan said of Owens. 

Yassky does have the support 
of the I-eague of Conservation 
Voters, and three signers of the 
Atlantic Yards Community 
Benefits Agreement, despite the 
fact that Andrews and Clarke 
support the project without 
Yassky’s caveats. (Owens op- 
poses the project entirely.) 

• Owens is positioning him- 
self as the most liberal of the 
four candidates and a perfect fit 
with the Congressional Black 
Caucus, which has endorsed 
him. He’s also won the backing 
of ImpeachPAC and the Sierra 
Club, which shares his opposi- 
tion to Atlantic Yards.
